Secretary Whitney's Work of Re- 


organization in His De- 


partment. 


The Becent Wholesale Discharge of Fore- 


men Bosses But an Overture to the 


Grand Performance to Follow. 


The Business of the Navy to be Con- 


ducted on Business Principles— 


Seeking Light. 


- N-F.W YORK, May 17 —Mr. Wo. C. Whit- 


ney, 
Secretary of the Navy, has been in 


New York for several days engaged OD 
special work connected with his depart- 
ment. A reporter called on him at his 
residence on Fifty-seventh street and ob- 
tained from him the following statement 
In regard to the recent wholesale dis- 
charge of foremen bosses from the con- 
struction depmtment at the navy yard. 
It will be seen from Mr. Whitney's re- 
marks that the dismissal of these men Is 
the flrat move in a system of reorganiza- 
tion and reform that he Intends to carry 
out in the entire Naval Department. 
S"You ask me," 
said the Secretary, 


"what special sifrn'.ucance is to be at- 
uched to the removal of these foremen 
bosses. I will tell you; it means that 1 
intend to introduce a new system luto the 
Navy Department, and I propose that It 
shall be conducted on business p.-lnclplea 
in the future. 
I had not been In charge 


of the department many weeks before I 
discovered thut its business was being 
conducted In a most remarkable manner; 
that money was recklessly spent and 
that men were paid for work that was 
never done. In fact that the whole sys- 
tem was rotten. You m:iy imagine how 
bad it was wheu I tell you that a wooden 
ship of 1,'JOO tons 
displacement that 


n-ns lately finished at the Mare Island 
Navy Yaid cost the Government over 
:>:!50,000. It is not worth $2 for prac- 
tical war rurposcs, and it could be built 
|O- ('H\ for <<;250,000. This is only a single 
insluiicu of many that I could name, 
and some of them are ten times worse-

"When I came to examine the way in 


which the different navy yards through- 
out the country were conducted, I found 
lint n lax an'd «nbiisiueps-like system 
prevailed.

The celebration ot the Semi-Centennial 


of German Methodism and the 100th an- 
niversary of English Methodism, was 
concluded at the German M. E. Ohnrob, 
on West Eldorado street, Sunday even- 
ing, after very interesting jubilee services. 
Dr. Liebardt, ot Cincinnati, was in charge 
ot the services and delivered eeveral in- 
structive addressee, aa did also Bev. Sohoe- 
nig, the pastor, and others. Daring San- 
day a subscription was taken- for a fund 
to be used toward the erection of a new 
church. About $600 was pledged. The 
decorations of the church were very ap- 
propriate for the occasion, the chief fea- 
ture being words on the wall back of the 
pulpit wrought in gold, silver and green 
letters, pictures, flowers, etc. 


The singing of the trained choir led by 


Prof. Perl was very fine. 


JOHN OALVIH. 


The Baptist church was packed to the 


doore last night to hear Bev. Dr. Vos- 
burgh's sixth lecture on 'The Heroes of 
History." His subject was John Cslvin. 
He said that few men had been talked 
about aa much as Calvin, hie foes having 
denounced him bitterly and his friends 
having unduly praised him. Calvin was 
an intellectual giant; as a dry, logical 
thinker he has never had a superior and 
but tew equals. He required but little 
sleep and food. He often studied twenty- 
four hours without either. He was an 
aristocrat by education and predeliotion. 
He was not a man of the people. Study 
und retirement were bis delight. He 
lived far more in the realm of ideas than 
in that ot men, in fact he had little sym- 
pathy with men. Ho was a lawyer as 
well SB theologian. At the age ot 25 he 
was banished from France, in which 
country he was born in 1509. At this 
early age he wrote bis "Institutes," which 
in many respects is one of the most mar- 
velous productions ot the human intel- 
lect. Calvin entered Geneva by a mere 
accident, intending to remain only one 
night, but it was otherwise ordered and 
he spent the remainder of his life, with 
the exception of three years, here. Here 
Calvin was "Pope;" he governed with an 
iron hand. People were compelled to at- 
tend church and were severely punished 
for the slightest offenses. The mode of 
combing the hair and the number of 
dishes one was to have for dinner was 
prescribed by law, ond severe penalties 
followed their infringement 
A child for 


striking its parent was beheaded. The 
speaker dwelt at length upon Calvin's 
theology. The doctrine of predestination 
which Calvin honestly thought he got 
from the Bible he really took from Au- 
gustine, and Augustine took it from the 
Greek fatalists. It was a doctrine pro- 
ductive of no good, but on the other hand 
was productive of much harm and ought 
to be stricken from the creeds. The trial 
and burning of Servetus wore detailed at 
length. His onme can receive no pallia- 
tion, and they are poor protestants who 
defend it. The act must beer its own 
doom and dipgrace forever. It is a mourn- 
ful blot upon Calvin and the Reformation. 
Culvin died on the 27th of May, 1564, in 
the OCth year of his ago. He died at sun- 
set. Though living and dying amidst 
the mofit divine aspects of nature, yet 
none of those transporting scenes ever 
seemed to have touched him. He will al- 
ways claim the homage of our admiration; 
we can never give him the tribute of our 
love. This is an imperfect sketch of a 
lecture that was more than an hour in 
length. Though the night was hot and 
the people were packed closely together, 
yet they paid the closest attention 
throughout the discourse. 


Two good sermons were delivered at 


the First M. E. Church on Sunday. At 
10:30 a. m. Rev. George Stevens, of 
Stapp'a Chapel, occupied the pulpit and 
took for his text the 25th verse of the 
10th chapter of Mark: "They Crucified 
Him." At the evening hour, Bev. W. H. 
Wilder, presiding elder, took parts of the 
17th and 18th verses of the 14th chapter 
of Luke: "Come, all things are now 
ready; dud they all with one accord be- 
gan to make excuse." The congregation 
at each service waa large.

Christian Association was well attended 
yesterday afternoon. A Bible reading 
on "Trust' was given by G. H. Marker. 
Thia Sunday afternoon service is held for 
everybody, and all classes ct people are 
welccuie to enjoy it.

Mr. O. A. Ekstrom, representing the 


Lewis Hand Fire Extinguisher, a new in- 
vention, made in Chicago, is a guest of 
the New Deming, and ou Wednesday even- 
ing of this week on tho old square he will 
give a public test of the extinguisher.

It is supe- 
rior to the grenades for tho reason that 
it is under perfect control ot the party 
htudling it and is always ready Tor duty, 
The extinguisher is a metallic cylinder 
containing several pints of non-corrosive 
fluid, which when sprinkled on a fire 
evolves large volumes of gas which in- 
stantly arrests combustion. 
A special ad- 


vantage is claimed for this device in tho 
faot that the liquid is thrown from it di- 
rectly on the flame. The cylinder is ao 
constructed that cot only can the iluid 
be thrown a considerable* distance with 
the certainty of reaching the spot and 
doing the work desired, but it can also be 
scattered over a considerable area. A 
perforated disk in the cylinder prevents it 
from being wastefally emitted, and also 
separates it into three or four streams. 
For railway and other offices such a device 
would seem to be almost aa necessary us 
doors or windows. Don't forget the ex- 
hibition by Mr. Ekstrom, Tuesday even- 
ing, at 7:30 o'clock.

Since that timo there has grown \\p a 
papular prejudice, culminating in the 
belief that a strict sense of moral 
obligation is incon.sisteiit with the legal 
profession. 


This charge of moral obliquity, 


though untrue in general, is not with- 
out foundation. 
The court house is 


,too often need as a. play house- where 
the unscrupulous may personate any 
character without being accountable 
for words or actions. 


But the writings of eminent men 


have exerted a still greater influence 
on the popular mind. 
While admiring 


the beauty of language or the keenness 
of satire, ideas are imbibed whith are 
fulso and uncharitable. 
History and 


literature are deluged with misrepre- 
sentation?, of which only a few need be 
mentioned. 


The death of Justice Randall caused 


sorrow to all the poor people at Sur- 
rey. 
Ben Johnson knew this fact, and 


Vet furnished food for tbe scoffer by 
"writing: 


God works wonders now und then, 
Here lies a lawyer, an houest man. 


It is said that Sam Butler lost a for- 


tn '. i through tho incomnotcncy or ras- 
cajity of his lawyer. 
i'crhaps that is 


the reason tho "Hudibras" is so full of 
scathing sarcasms on the law. 


Sir Thomas More makes the absence 


of lawyers ono of the characteristic 
features of his "Utopia/' 
Ho says: 


"They have no lawyers among them, 
for they consider them as a sort of 
people whoso profession it is to dis- 
guise matter as well as to arrest laws." 


Tims does he deal with his imaginary 


Republic; such is the impression left, 
whether true or false. 


Critics call Charles Dickens a cnriea- 


tnrist, und say his writings arc culun-d 
by strong imagination and deep sym- 
pathy; aiid vet in tin.' s.Ttue breath they 
applaud tho picture of .larnilyi.'e and 
Jarndyco as a "truthful" representa- 
tion oi' a chancery suit. 


Even Gulliver, in his voyage to tlio 


HouyliDlinms, snys: "There is a soci- 
ety of men. among us, bred up from 
their youth in the art of proving, by 
words nni Itiplied tor (he purpose, that 
white is blade and black is while, ac- 
cording as they are paid.

MALARIA. 


Its Cauoe and n Description of Tts Abiding 


IMmM'.s. 


Malaria has been known for ages, it 


occurs in hot temperatures and near 
swamps and marshes, near shallow 
and muddy ponds. Heat and water 
are the principal forces that induce- 
this annoying and often Severe malady. 
Like nearly nil other diseases, it comes 
in various degrees of severity, depend- 
ing upon the activity and abundance 
of the causes and the susceptibility of 
those who aro exposed toils influences. 
Heat and water induce vegetal and 
animal decay. Tho process of decay 
generates certain germs, that are so 
ligiit as to be easily wafted long dis- 
tances on the air. 


As warm seasons lengthen and high 


temperature strengthens. Uu; maiuriu 
becomes ruoro and more severe and 
fatal. 
Malaria generated in marshes 


covered with a mixture of salt and 
fresh water, is often unusually severe. 
Malaria, is usually 
limited 
to low 


grounds. 
Heat ami moisture ur« the 


ordinary causes of malaria. When 
once 
generated it spreads 
slowly 


through the air, or by it is wafted to 
adjacent lands, unless its course is 
checked by forests, walls and hills. 
Malaria may travel long distances by 
water, and spread over localities that 
otherwise would be healthy. 
Fortu- 


nately, however, the extension of these 
germs is not always present. 
They 


sink to the surface of the earth as tbe 
shades of night come on, but rise again 
in tho late morning hours. Those who 
reside in malarial districts are less apt 
to suffer, when the sun and air ha? 
lifted them from the earth. 


The severity and fatality of malarial 


fever depends upon the heat, moisture 
and tba amount of vegetal decay oc- 
curring in company. And so it hap- 
pens that it is more mild in moderate 
temperatures, and more severe and 
pernicious in high. Malarious maladies 
may be checked, or cured, if those 
affected by them move to some more 
genial climate. 
Kven if cured, the suf- 


ferer may be revisited by the disease 
so long as he remains under the influ- 
ence of the cause. He can not fully 
regain his former strength of mind and 
body, but these will gradually lessen 
until he can no longer live. It may not 
quickly and greatly impair health, but, 
may often induce oilier maladies that 
ultimately weaken llio system and unlit 
it to meet and repel maladies. 
Chil- 


dren and adults should always be kept, 
well and vigorous, that they may be 
able to repel tbe many evil influences 
to which they are exposed. A poor 
supply and a poor kind of food will 
diminish tiiis power of resistance to 
exhausting influences. 


TlKese 
facts indicate what those 


abould do who live in malarial districts, 
aiid wish to resist influences so disas- 


lo health and life. With 


efforts to resist these influences^ th« 
disease may come and »rt can not 
tiivily remove its severity, but may 
gre.atly mitigate it. One means of do- 
ing so is to largely diminish the amount 
of moisture in the soil on which they 
live.- Dwellings should be placed on 
high and well drained lands. 
The 


drains should be so deep as to re- 
move 
moisture from the 
uubspil. 


Drainage contributes not only to early 
and remunerative crops, but to health 
and 
comfort. 
Houses 
should 
be 


so 
placed 
that 
the 
prevailing 


winds may not drive malarial influ- 
ences into them, or into their vi- 
cinity. The more distant they 
are 


from malarial sources of disease, the 
surer they are to be free from this 
source of disease and suffering. Avoid, 
then, slowly moving ami muddy rivers, 
whose shores are widely covered witt 
watery and decomposing vegetable and 
animal materials. 
H houses must be 


built in malarial localities, encircle 
them with growing trees that naturally 
absorb large quantities of moisture, 
and so remove one cause of generating 
malaria. 
The location of a dwelling1, 


then, should be well drained. It should 
bo encircled, but not. densely shaded, 
bv rank growing plants or trees. Erec 
in the temperate /.ones we perceive bad 
odors rising from cesspools and sewers 
in the early morning and late evening 
hours. 


Those, then, who reside in malaria' 


districts should guard against exposure: 
to malaria whilst the sunny rays are 
absent. 
Experience shows that very 


little, if any, danger fe incurred, if ex- 
posed during the warm parts of the 
day. 
As malaria is heavier than air it 


creeps upon the surface and rises as the 
expanded air lifts it up. 
And we line 


it safer in malarious districts to enter 
the outer air at midday than in tho 
early morning hours. And t:ien agaic 
as malaria sinks in the evening am 
keeps near the snrt'acn of the earth, it 
rarely is found above four feet above 
the surface. 
We may inhale it if we 


sleep m;;tr I IK; level of tho ground. U/) 
per rooms are always safer, freer from 
malaria than the lower ones. 
Our 


n-aili'is must see the use of keeping the 
liuiiM' warm and dry. and the adjacent 
lands free from decaying materials.

"Where do the eggs in the Unitec 


States principally come from?" 


"From Jersey, Delaware, Virginia 


North and South Carolina and Mary 
land. The Western States, of course 
furnish large quantities, but not so 
much as the States mentioned.

teen million two hundred thousani 
eggs were shipped from Europo to this 
country since the 1st of April to Sep 
tember. They come from ISelginm 
Copenhagen, Hamburg, and the great 
cst egg mart in the world, Antwerp 
But all those European 
eggs arc 


pickled, and although not half so gooi 
as the fresh, yet they have tho efl'ect o 
lowering prices. 
All of the peasantry 


in Germany, Belgium and Hollan 
raise large quantities of fowl. 
But in 


the United States a few farmers onlj 
pay attention to the industry." 


"What is the reason that the farmers 


in the United States do not raise wore 
fowls?" 


"Simple enough. 
They havo bocn in

They see their mistake now, and in less 
than ten years eggs will be exportei 
instead of imported." 


"How will tho increase come about?'
